Three large arches 
were erected on Main street. Brass 
bands, fifes and drums were innumer- 
able, and nearly 8,000 people thronged 
tbe little town. Speeches were made 
and sports held on the banks of the 
pretty lake Killarney. A demonstration 
for the Oraniieinen of Xortli ■."-■i iMan- 
itoba was lieUl at Lake D.ui}.!iui. 

ToiioNTO, July 12. — The Oriiime parade 
to-day was one of the hir^'ost on record, 
about 0,000 men lieiu^; in line. Thi- 
feature of the parade was the eiuging ot 
the national anthem by the brethren, 
who baited for that purpose as the city 
clock struck the hour ot noon. 

MoNTKE.VL, July 12.— Tiie Orangemen 
of Montreal did not participate in the 
out of town demonstration to -day. They 
held a picnic at Albertvilie on .Saturday, 
and paraded in regalia to church yester- 
day. 

Bki.f.ast, Ireland, July 11'. — Tlie uannl 
celebration in commemoration of the 
battle of the Eoyne took place to-day. 
Twenty thousand Orangemen marched 
in the procession and great crowds tllleil 
the streets. There was no disturbance, 
and everything passed off in the most 
orderly fashion. 



Willi ONLY AD.yiSB. 

The Powers ifotlacllned to Adopt Coercive 
Measure's With Respect to Turkey. 

Co.s-.sr.\XTi.NOPi,K, June 11. — Queen 
Victoria, Emperor William, Emperor 
Nicholas, President^ Fanre and King 
flumbert have replied to th& telegram 
received by them from the Sultan, and 
all give advice similar to that sent bv 
Emperor Francis Joseph. Emperor Wil- 
liam says in substance that lie reerets 
his inability to disaBSooiate himself from 
tbe views held by tbe other powers. 

Bepties to the circular of the Tt^rkisb 
goveroment to the powers relative to the 
frontier question have also been received 
by the ambassadors. The;^ all decline to 
admit the Turkish pretensions. 

The Porte has sent another circular to 
the power.s, proposing that, in view of 
tlie disturbed couditiona existing in 
Crete, Turkey send reinforcements to 
that island. To this the powers have 
also replied, endeavoring to dissuade the 
Porte from such a course. 

This latter proposal on the part of the 
Turkish government is held to indicate 
that the Sultan does not intend to yield. 

Lo.NDON, July 12.— The Daily Chron- 
icle's Athena correspondent says; "I 
have just seen an important communi- 
cation from the foreign minister of one 
of tbe powers, declaring that no power 
is inclined to undertake coercive mea- 
sures to bring about a settleo^ent be- 
tween Greece and Turkey." 

Ko.ME, July 12.— In the chamber of 
deputies to-day the Marquia Viscount 
Ivenstn, minister of foreign afl'aire, said 
that the Turkish government was plac- 
ing numerous difliculties and causing de- 
lay iti the prosecution of the peace nego- 
tiations. " But," he added, " tills state 
of things cannot be allowed to continue. 
The great powers remain perfectly uni- 
ted and are determined to attain their 
ends." 



TOUCHY FBENCH EDiTOE. 

He Is Incensed That Sir Wilfrid Speaks 
Cheerfully About Waterloo. 

MoxTREAi,, July 12. — Some French 
Canadian papers are trying to make 
political capital from Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rier's references to France and Warterloo 
in London. Le Monde says; "lie is 
not a man, but is a mountbank, actor 
and buH'oon, and heartless into the bar- 
gain. Aside from him not one man with 
French blootl in liia vieiis will rejoice 
witli the l-higlisli victory at Waterloo. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier owes hie power to 
the French. Ttiey will never pardon his 
villainy to France, and he will find at 
the hands of his own countrymen his 
own Waterloo." 



AT HOVE WITH GLADSTONE. 

Colonial Premiers Enjoy an Informal Visit 
to the Grand Old Man. 

LoNi)r).N, July 12. — The viait on Satur- 
day to Ilawarden of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
Mr. £. J. Seddon and Mr. Geo. H. Beid, 
prime ministers respectively of Canada, 
Xaw Zealand and Xew South Wales, was 
a great succeaa. The premiers were 
much impressed by Mr. Gladstone's 
mental alertness and phyaical vigor, and 
also by his inagnetism and charm of 
manner. They declare it ia no wonder 
that he exercised such an influence over 
his countrymen. 

The conversation was informal and 
familiar. Tlio visitors were engrossed 
by Mr. Gladstone's vivacious recital of 
reminisciiuces and his knowledge of col- 
onial aflairB from the time, sixty-two 
years ago, when he was appointed under 
secretary of state for the colonies.

Ithodea expelled from tho privy council, 
and in order to meet this attack the com- 
mittee will censure him in tbe report.

Well Illustrated by Comparison of Ore Zif 
ports and Customs Receipts— Two 
Governors Banquetted. 

RoHSLA.M), .Inly 12.— Collector John- 
son, of the Port of Nelson, has complettd 
his report for the fiscal year ending June 
;50. It shows that the exports of ore 
from West Kootenay, including ore 
shipped via Kevelatoke whicli ia credited 
to New Westminster, amounted to 
•$-1,811, -150. By quarters, the exports 
were as follows; $88.5, SOO; 

^l,91(i,0-iO, and $1,309,184. More than 
half of this product was from the mines 
of Kossland, the balance being made up 
of the production of Nelson, Ainawortii 
and Slocan mines. For the quarter end- 
ing June 30, IS'JG, the ore export 
amounted to only $407,607, the increase 
this year being over 200 per cent. The 
exports for the month of June were 
^489, 189. 

The collections for the same month

"Dnited states Delegates Have . the Ear of 
the British Premler^ Md Sevewil _ , 

CoHeBgties'^''?:^;,;'', '.k' 

LoNiH)^, July 12.— An important con- 
ference was held at the foreign oflice to- 
day between Senator Wolcott, former 
Vice-rresitlent StevenBon and General 
Paine, the memberg of the United States 
bimetallic connmiBBion, and AmbaBsador 
Hay, and Lord Salisbury, Sir INIieliaol 
HickB-Beauli, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer; 'Mr. Arthur Balfour, First 
Lord of the Treasury; and Lord George 
Hamilton, Secretary of State for India. 
The conference lasted an hour, and was 
prelitninury to further neeotiationa on 
the auhjeetof international bimetallism. 
Tlie AiuericauB did imohI of ilie taHiing. 

Lurd Salibbury iiiquiied wluit were the 
powers of the American coniinissioneiB, 
and was informed that tliuy stand auth- 
orized to make arrangements for tlie 
hoUliii^ of an international conference or 
to ue^otiato a treaty of international bi- 
metallism, whicli they nii^lit submit to 
their Koverument for ratilication. Jt 
was also stated that Fiance was ready to 
co-operate with tlio United States, Great 
Ikitain and Germany in reachinp an 
ayreement for international bimetallism. 

The British representatives made no 
■ statement indioatinpc their intentions in 
the matter. Consultations of high Brit- 
ish officials will be held before another 
meeting with the Americans, &nd in the 
meantime the latter will privately dis- 
cuss the question with Baron de Roths- 
child and other financiers, and endeavor 
to secure their support. 

TO VISIT CANADA. 

Oriental Representatives at the Queen's 
Jubilee to Pass This Way Home. 

LoKDON, July 12.— The Dominion of 
Canada will have many important Chi- 
nese and .Japanese visitors next month. 
Prince Arisagawa, the INIikado's special 
envoy to the Queen's Jubilee, with a 
suite of nine, sails on the Dominion liner 
Vancouver on Saturday, to embark on 
the Empress of India from Vancouver. 
Caan Yuen Hueu, the Chinese special 
envoy, and his suite of sixteen, will also 
return via Canada. 

Baron Rosen, Russian minister to 
Japan, and suite, sail on the Empress of 
India on August 12. 



INDIA ALL KIGllT. 

The Unrest There Not Considered Dang 
ous by the British Government, 

New York, July 12. — A London cable 
to to the Tribune says: "There has 
been something like a scare aliout I ndia, 
but without apparent reason. Journal- 
ists have been writing as though another 
mutiny is imminent because two British 
officers were murdered at Poonah and 
I he police were compelled to lire upon 
the rioters in the suburb of Calcutta. 
No Sepoys have been concerned in these 
affairs and there is no ground lor appre- 
hending an outbreak or a military revo- 
lution. Since 1857 India has been a 
military monarchy, too strong to be over- 
thrown. Evidently the people of India 
are more discouraged than irritable or 
resentful. The native races are tempor- 
arily disheartened by the plague and 
famine, but the unrest is not considered 
dangerous by the British Roverument.

A SUGGESTIVE STORY 

About the Railway Dent That the Senate 
Intends to Investigate. 

(I'rom tlie Moutreal Btar.) 

" The Senate has done its duty in 
throwing out the Drummond county 
bill, but it has still another duty to 
perform, and that iy to investigate the 
circumstances connected with this abor- 
tive raid pn the Dominion treasury. The 
man who engineered this deal is still in 
the Dominion cabinet. The notes which 
it is said were discounted for election 
purposes on the strength of this deal 
have to be met. If the money to meet 
these notes cannot be got out of the 
Drummond County Railway, there is 
great danger that it may come out of 
some oilier jjublic contract. It is im- 
portant that the truth and the whole 
truth in connection with this matter 
should be revealed." 

The action of the Senate is based on 
the evidently corrupt intentof the trans- 
action in question. The story has been 
current at Ottawa that Mr. J. N. Green- 
shields, who practically owns and con- 
trols the road, has given " assistance" to 
the amount of $.50,000 to certain prom- 
inent Liberals to aid in the promotion 
of " Purity of Election " in the province 
of Queliec in both Federal and Provincial 
elections. Of this sum $3,000- is said to 
have been invested in the purchase of 
Mr. Beaugrand's paper, La Patrie, for 
the sons of Hon. J. I. Tarte, who are not 
uopularly supposed to be millionaries, 
but who were nevertheless able, thanks 
to the assistance of friends, to pay an 
enorraotisly fancy price for a property 
which largely through the illness of Mr. 
Beaugrand, had become bo depreciated 
in value as to be considered worth very 
little. The payment was made the day 
after La Patrie was |)urchaBed, and it 
is said to have consisted of Mr. Green- 
shields' check on La lianquo d'Hoche- 
laga, Montreal, for .$10,000 and his note 
in favor of Mr. Tarte's sons for .$20,000, 
which was subseiiuently discounted in 
the same bank. A few days before the 
Ctiam plain election Mr. Greenshields' 
note fur $20,000, endorsed by a very 
prominent Liberal politician, was, it is 
said, discounted in the same bank, and 
it is a remarkable coincidence that Ilocli- 
elaga bank bills were never so plentiful 
in Champlain county as during the last 
election, a fact which was shown by the 
remarkable (|uantityof bills of that bank 
which merchants in Three Rivers receiv- 
ed from their cuntomers in (Champlain 
county within a few day.s after the elec- 
tion, one merchant alone beini; known 
to have received over $5,000. The story 
has been current in Ottawa, Montreal 
and Three Rivers for some time that the 
money which was spent by the Liberals 
in Champlain county was obtained in 
connection with the Drummond county 
railway deal.

New Wkstminstkk, July 12.— iJothing 
further has been heard of the contem- 
plated big strike.

BELLA COOLA. 

Bella Cool/l, June 80.— The settlers 
of this valley have now become so accus- 

toraed to their changed conditions and 
surroundings that hardly a complaint ia 
heard, but general content prevails. 
Last winter was mild, the spring came 
early and the weattier this summer has 
been very favorable to growinR crops. 

Almost everybody ia now away at the 
canneries, men, women and children. 
Only those remain who cannot get away. 

There baa been $!i,000 expended on 
the road this summer before the exodus 
took place. Mr. L. B. Hamlin, the gov- 
ernment engineer, came here in the be- 
ginning of May and took charge of the 
work. The road was nearly finished 
from the wharf to a place about four 
miles up. The work from the wharf for 
about tnree-quarters of a mile along the 
aide of a mountain was attended with 
many difficulties. Considerable blasting 
was done, rocks piled ap carefully along 
the lower side or the road, dirt scraped 
up and wheeled sometimes quite a dis- 
distance and spread over the surface. 
This place passed, the ground was level, 
firm and dry for about one and a half 
miles, and here the work proceeded at a 
good rate. Then lower and softer ground 
was encountered. Here largo trees were 
grubbed out and the road raised uj) and 
ditched deep on both sides, The work 
extended about one and a (luarter miles 
further, but, except for a stiort distance, 
the road was not completed, only made 
passable for wagons. Beyond there it 
connects with road formerly made. We 
have now a fairly good wagon road 
twelve miles up the valleyi and I venture 
to say that if the care and skill displayed 
by Mr. Hamlin had been used by the 

Ereceding engineer the road would now 
ave been in excellent condition twenty 
miles or more. Wo have received assur- 
ances that the work will doubtless Ije 
continued furtl)er up the valley next 
BumnuT, and the settlers now feel con- 
fident that in apiteof oi)|)08ition the con- 
tract entered with the colony will be car- 
ried out. 

Inquiries in regard to the valley come 
with every mail, and it seems wo may 
soon see another influx of settlers. 

ROSSLAND. 

J. S. Ingram, Rossland'E chief of po- 
lice baa entered upon his duties. Mr. 
Incrram has been chief of police of Win- 
nipeg, Calgary and other cities, and has 
letters by the acore from city councilmen 
from each of the cities he haa served. 
James Power, J. Hampton and McGowan, 
the patrolmen appointed to serve under 
Mr. Ingram, each have had experience 
in police affaire. Mr. McGowan, who is 
sergeant, served aa apecial inspector 
under Mr. Ingram at Winnipeg. Mc- 
Gowan ia to receive $S5 per month and 
the other two if75 each. At the police 
commissioners meeting held Monday, 
Cummiaaioner Jordan supported Hooaon, 
Pyper and Henry for city policemen, but 
Han. T. Mayne Daly and Mayor Scott 
voted for the preaent force. 

W. I'orrest is in towtt from Cascade 
City, li.C, fourteen miles east of Grand 
Forks, on Ghr'atina lake nnd saya there 
are .some liOl) ]ieople in that neighbor- 
hood who are much in need of a post 
oflice as Grand Forks is the nearest. The 
provincial govirniiiont has given them a 
school and is jjutting up a school house. 

The city council has taken no action 
in the matter of the saspenaion of City 
Solicitor McXuill by the iSfayor, and the 
3iiBi)enfiion ia therefore confirmed. The 
Mayor says there ia nothing personal in 
ttie matter, hia objections being solely to 
the amount of salary. Ho does not ob-

TEE RAILWAY QUESTION. 

The following is from the Vancouver 
World : 

The World hn3 asserted, and it now 
reiteratea the atatemont, that not only 
will the Robaon-Penticton section of the 
direct line be built, but the Penticton- 
Coast division thereof will likewise be 
c-onetructed. We have the very beat 
authority for stating that once the 
Orow'a Neet Pass line and the Robeoa- 
PeaUctbn extension thereof is con- 
btrncted and the results to be derived 
therefrom apparent, the government will 
devote its attention to the western or 
coast division. 

In this article we have the identical 
positioa which tbe Colonist has taken 
All through this railway discusaion, and 
for which it has been attacked rather 
violently, and by no one more so than 
by the World, which even went so far as 
to intimate that personal motives were 
behind the Uoi.oni.st's attitude. This 
only by the way ; wo do not care to pro- 
long controversy on matters of that 
kind, and are too well pleased to find 
our contemporary working with us to 
allow any little expressions, which were 
used during the heat of controversy, to 
make any difFerence between us. 

Tlie only point upon which the World 
(Inea not yet see eye to eye with the Col- 
onist ia na to the expediency of insisting 
upon, and the possibility of securing a 
beginning of construction this year. A 
eapporter of the Dominion government, 
it is easy to see that our contemporary 
might not feel disposed to join in an ef- 
fort to force the hands of its friends, 
ai;d we confess frankly that this is 
what tbe Colo.sist wants the people of 
British Columbia to do. We quite agree 
that tbe World is ri^hl when it says : 
" We believe that prominent members 
of the cabinet were disappointed in the 
final result"; that ia as to the outcome 
i>f the plana to secure a railway into the 
lioundary country; and our hope is that 
if the people of tbe Province show them- 
f elves sufliciently in earnest means will 
1)6 discovered whereby this disappoint- 
ing result can be overcome. The World's 
article only confirms us in the conviction 
that a successful issue will be found for 
1 ho railway problem, and be found at 
once, if tho people show that they are in 
earnest about demanding the immedialo 
construction of the line from Penticton 
to Boundary Creek. 

THE " COLONIST" AND 

VANCOUVER. 

The Vancouver World wiahes that tho 
Colonist " did not so pointedly ignore " 
certain data in regard to the trade of the 
Terminal City. Our contemporary has 
no just ground for complaint. The 
Colonist's reference to the World's 
article, wherein these data appeared, 
was simply to express regret that the 
Vancouver paper could not set forth the 
good things that are to be said about its 
ow^ city without at the same time aeek- 
iug to belittle Victoria. In trying to 
create the impression that the Colonist 
is unjust to Vancouver, the World is 
very unfair, as the large circle of Colo- 
nist readers in that city know. In the 
discussion of every queetion afl'ecting 
businesa interests, except auch as are 
purely local, the Colonist has been care- 
ful to treat all the Coast cities alike, and 
there has hardly been an occasion 
on which Victoria has been men- 
tioned in connection with the 
larger themes of commerce and trans- 
portation, without Vancouver being 
bracketted with it. More fieiiuently we 
have grouped Victoria, Vancouver, New 
Westminster and Nanai mo and epoken 
of them as the Coast cities, treating them 
M having Bubstantially identical intor- 
o-iM, aud . being rivals only in the same 



aeri'ae" that merchanta on difTerent streets 
in the same city are rivals. 

The Colonist's endeavor is to avoid 
anything like sectionalism. Ita interests 
are co-extensive with the Province. This 
is Dot to say that, if there should come a 
time when a figbt bad to be made for 
Victoria against any other locality, this 
paper would not, for tbe time being, be- 
come as earnest a local champion as it 
could. ]!ut nothing of the kind has 
arisen, or ia likely to arise. In this great 
Province there is room for all the energy, 
all the enterprise, all the capital, 
all the business capacity of all 
the people and a great many 
more. There ia busineas enougli 
to bo developed to make all the 
cities, and other cities yet to bo ostab- 
liahed, seats of proaperity and wealtli. 
Thia ia the spirit in which the Colonist 
endeavora to approach the discussion of 
questions relating to British Columbia's 
commercial and business development, 
and it has given abundant evidence of it. 
Hunco wo repeat that it is very unfair 
for the World to seek to make it appear 
tliat in defending Victoria from the mia- 
representationa of the New York Post it 
waa by inference attacking Vancouver. 



VICTORIA'S WA TMR ' S UFFL Y. 

About once a month there is a spurt 
in the City Council over the water sup- 
ply and we' are aaaured that something 
ia Koing to be done aome time, and that 
if evcrytlunsj j)rove3 riglit, then every- 
thing will be lovely and we will have 
good water probably. Tliis, as we un- 
derstand it, is the water supply situa- 
tion. There may be somebody some- 
where who can explain the matter more 
intelligently, but, if so, he has not ma- 
terialized recently. Meanwhile the 
water is at least wet, and, if one's nasal 
organaavenot unduly sensitive, it may 
likewise be regarded as perfumed. The 
delicate brown tint which it takes on iu 
the bath tub these fine summer morn- 
ings is a pleaaant thing to the educated 
eye, and the assortment of flora and fau- 
na, which occasionally comea through 
the pipes, is a very fair substitute for a 
museum. When a newspaper man sits 
down to write of the attractions 
of Victoria, or a resident, when 
away from home, telle of its charms, 
he does not mention the water. 
Xot at all. The scenery, the climate, 
the— anything elae you please — may be 
discussed; but the water — well, not, if 
you please. This is all right, the water 
is strnog enough to speak for itself. 

The city authorities may as well make 
up their minds to one thing, namely, 
that the water supply muat be made 
right, and at the earliest possible day. 
Of excuses and explanations we have 
had enough. It ia time that something 
was done. If it will coat something to 
make the present supply what it ouj^lit 
to be in volume and purity, the citizens 
will stand it. They have paid enough 
for what they have ; but they stand 
ready, if uecesaary, to pay more to get 
what they thought they were going to 
get. 

AccouDiNCi to the New York Herald 
the Japaneae navy ia more than a match 
for anything that the United States 
could send against it in Pacific waters, 
and would find it no very difficult mat- 
ter to " hold up " San Francisco. If this 
ia the case, it could much more easily 
capture Western Washington. If a Jap- 
anese fleet ahould make a feint at San 
Francisco, ao as to get the TTnited States' 
fleet there, and then aet out for Fnget 
Sound, it could capture Seattle, Tacoma, 
and all the states west of tho Cascades, 
without firing a shot. The naval auth- 
orities of the United States are well 
aware of this. 



Ik Mr. Heinze fails to build the rail- 
way to Penticton and thereby forfeits the 

$50,000 bond that he has put up, the 
Provincu will be just so much in pocket. 
Beyond this fact, wo do not see what 
bearing Mr. lleinze's bond has on the 
railway question. The people want the 
railway built right away and are not in- 
clined to wait on Mr. Heinze's motion in 
the premiaea. He may conclude to for- 
feit the $50,000, but that will be very 
small satisfaction, a miserable equivalent 
for the railway. 

TiiK Times aaks, why the Dominion 
government cannot discover a way of 
building tho whole railway from the 
Coast to tbe Columbia, if it can discover 
how to build the line from Penticton to 
Boundary, as the Colonist alleges? For 
answer we might refer the Times to ita 
political friends at Ottawa, if it has any ; 
but we will say instead that a govern- 
ment can always discover a way to do 
what it intended to do, but has been 
prevented from doing by no fault of its 
own.

A judgment of parlicnlar interest to 
mining men was given by the Full court 
yesterday, allowing, with costs, the ap- 
peal of defendants in Conway v. Inde- 
pendent Mining'Oo. from the judgment 
of the County court judge of Kootonay. 
A written judgment was delivered by 
Mr. Justice McCreight, ^^r. Justice 
Walkem and Mr. Justice McCoU concur- 
ring. Mr. Justice McOreight in his 
judgment said: 

This is an action on a contract by the 
plaintifl" with the above company to sink 
a shaft, etc., for them (on a mine in the 
Trail Creek district) for a depth ol 50 
feet, at the price ot per foot. The 
agreement was in writing, and it was 
agreed that the coiiipaiiy should have 
the right to atop the work, etc., when 
the depth attained or reached waa 25 
feet, and to pay the plaintiU'tho sum of 
.•fl'J, 50 per foot tor such '25 feet of sink- 
ing, but that in the event of the com- 
pany deciding and allowing eaid work to 
proceed beyond the deptli ot 25 feet, 
then the price to bo paid to the iilaintill' 
was to be .'flti per foot for the said 50 feet 
of sinking. 

The payment for the said work waa to 
bo as follows: The sum of $100, to be 
payable upon completion of 10 feet of 
sinking; the sum of $160, upon the com- 
pletion of 25 full feet of sinking; and in 
the event of a further continuance of 
sinking upon the said sbaft, then the 
balance to be paid and payable upon the 
full completion of the work. Ttie find- 
ing and judgment of the learned County 
court judge waa aa followa: "That a 
shaft 51, () feet haa been conatriicted, of 
which 5 feet ia necessary timbering 
above irround, which is allowed for at 
half rate, eo that tlio actual depth of 
abaft to be paid for ia -19 feet; hut aa the 
plaintiff admits that it woukl coat ^21) 
per foot to sink down I will deduct $2(5 
from the amount sued for and give judg- 
ment for the balance with costs." 

Now, taking it lor granted that the 
earned judge'a syateni of meaaurenient 
ia correct, a point I shall deal with 
presently, I think his judgment cannot 
stand. The contract was to sink a abaft 
for a depth of 50 feet. The two first in- 
stalments having been paid on account, 
no question arises so far; but I cannot 
say there has been '• the full completion 
of the work," so that the balance ia pay- 
able, or any part of it. * * * * 
idopting the finding of the learned 
judge that the actual depth of the shaft 
to be paid for ia -I',) feet, I cannot say 
that the balance or auy sum is to be 
paid and payable as upon " the full 
completion of the work," and the objec- 
tion ia by no meana obviated by deduct- 
ing the sum of $20 for the remaining 
foot. But as contracts of this nature 
must be frequent, I think I may as well 
add that the learned judge's system of 
measurement seems to me to be subject 
to aerious objections. It presupposes, 
as I understand his judgment, that one 
side of the shaft is over 5f feet deep and 
the other about 40 f^Bt, and thus in 
round numbers, taking about half the 
diU'erencb that the depth to he paid for 
is about -19 feet. 

This arbitrary rule haa nothing to war- 
rant it in my opinion. I think a shaft 
Do feet deep meana a abaft the bottom of 
which in every i)art of it is 50 feet from 
the surface, and not that as regards a 
part, and jierliapa only a small part, of 
the bottom, there ia to be the required 
depth ot 50 feet. The proposed rule 
would lead to frequent disputes and per- 
haps litigation, especially in places 
where the aurface of the ground is irre- 
gular, as a very little consideration will 
show, and one great object in the ad- 
ininiatration of justice is to lay down 
rulea as far as possible which may be 
conducive to certainty, and avoid thoae 
which produce uncertainty and unneces- 
sary litigation. Here, supposing one 
side five feet long abuts on high ground 
to the extent say of a couple of feet, then 
the shaft, as it aijproaclies the ojjposite 
need only lie 45 leet deep. If par- 
ties intend that 50 feet shall mean only 
4() feet they had better say so in their 
written contracts. 

Mr. L. P. Dud' for appellants (defend- 
ints) ; Mr. Oiordon Hunter for respoud- 
jiits (plaintiffs). 

Another miniiii; case upon which 
judgment waa given by the Knll court 
yesterday waa the appeal in Aldous v. 
Hall Mines CJo., of Nelson. Tliia was an 
action for trespass brought by Mary Jane 
Aldous against the company for the pur- 
pose of enforcing an adverse claim un- 
der the Mineral Act, 1891, and subse- 

uent acts. Mr. Justice Walkem in the 

lounty court held that as plaintiCT had 
not shown that she had comj)lied with 
the re(|uirementa of section li of the 
Mineral Act, 1808, in the matter of do- 
lining her main lino by poata or the 

lazing ot treea, ahe oould not recover. 
It waa contended by the respondents 
(defendanta) that no proper claim had 
been made by plaintill' Ijy reason of the 
fact that the only aflidavit tiled waa made 
by jilaintiffa husband. 

Tlio Kull court yesterday granted a 
new trial, on the ground that the trial 
judge had not considered the queatior. 
whether an adverse claim having been 
tiled by plaintitr'a husband within the 
proper time, it was autlicient compliance 
with the act, which provides that if an 
adverse claim )uia in the oi)inion of the 
presiding judge been niad(!, although im- 
perfectly, the aanie shall have equal re- 
cognition. 

Mr. Juatice McCreight read a written 
judgment, the Chief Juatice and Mr. 

histice McColl concurrintr.

The waterworks contractors have 
tbrough their legal advisers sent an 
auHvier to ttia iiitiuiaiion from tlie city 
ttiat as the flltor beds were not in watei 
tight condition the contractors should 
proceed to complete thq work.

And furtlier than that, as you are pei fcLU ly 
aware, the coiitriictors have no antlioiity, 
luider the contract, apart from sucli direc- 
tions from the engineer, to make such a 
tcration to the works, and any attempt on 
their part to do so would bo an iinwarrant 
uhlc interlVicnce with the jiroperty of tlie 
innnicipality. We have to re(|uest" that 
yourcUents will without delay make a set 
tlemcutof the ntnotint which' ia now due to 
the contractors for all work done under 
their' contract.

The Hall Mines smelter at Nel- 
aon, which treats the entire product of 
Hall Mines, together with small quanti- 
ties of ore from Slocan antl Rosaland, 
bus shipped 82l)'.j tons of matte.

GiiA.No FouKs, July ll.--The first 
clean-up of tlie Eighteen Carat placer 

group took place last Wednesday after a 
twenty-ioiir hour run, and resulted in 
$21.00 worth of gold. This waa taken 
from about four yards of pay dirt. 
Owing to tlie imperfect manner in which 
the sluice bo.^ was made, there could 
not have been more than one-quarter of 
tbe gold caught, as the lumber was not 
|)laned and much of the precious metal 
must have been caught on the rough 
aurface. Schuler and Willett, the prin- 
cipal owners, wore putting in a 100-foot 
aluico box and 500 feet of flume last 
Thursday. As a result of the recent 
clean-up, placer claims have been stak- 
ed for over two miles up the Kettle 
river. 

Last, Thursday tbe owners of the 
Eighteen Carat arranged with a Mr. 
McDougall, of Rossland, to put .$1,000 
worth of machinery on the ground with- 
in three doys, for the purpose of sepa- 
rating the free gold from the black 
sand. Mr. McDougall liaa had fifteen 
years' experience in placer mining, and 
expresses the opinion that this ground 
can be worked so as to average $10 to 
the man.

Till-; KOOTKX.W CONKOLID.VTED. 

General Manager Glohecy writes from 
the Kootenay Consolidated mine in the 
McMurdo district, British Columbia, to 
the officers in Everett, that they have 
struck rich oro at a depth of eighty feet. 
They ran in twenty-six feet, crosa-cut 
eight feet and are still in good concen- 
trating ore. At tbe lowest estimate 
there is $120,000 of ore in eight. They 
will run in 100 feet further, tlien sink a 
abaft 100 feet from the tunnel and cross- 
cut the vein, which is twenty-five feet 
wide. 

KAIRVIUW DOING WKM,. 

There has been a new strike made by 
Chas, Ricbter and Jack Allison, 12 miles 
from Fairview, on Kruger mountain. A 
sample assayed by Carr & Co. gave 
$1,000.77 in gold, and tbe quartz seems 
to be a free milling proposition. The 
ledge is about live feet wide, well defined 
and solid. It runs into the face of the 
mountain and is within easy access of 
the Kerenieos and Pentictoii road. There 
are a uuinber of claims adjoining it, a 
rough valuation of the quart/; from these 
beini; $25,50 in gold, $10 in silver and $4 
in copper. 

The Smuggler Co. cleaned up for the 
first time on the lat of the preHcnt 
month, after putting 50 tons of their 
average ore through the Stratlieyre mill. 
The result was a brick of gold weighing 
40 ounces while the concentrates are of 
the richest kind. The latter will be 
shipped to Everett for treatment after 
the next cleanup.

Three 
Chineec were killed in the last three day.a 
of May on uliargea that they had atoh'n 
native children in order that they luighi 
serve as offerings.

A Tientsin correaponJent says: " It Is 
reported that a conspiracy hau been 
formed to attack the foreign settlement 
on June 21 and burn the Roiiiaii tJuino- 
lii; cathedral. The coilhuIh of v;uiu\iH 
nationalitiea have deemed it jirndent to 
telegraph the facta to tlieir L'uvernniciita 
and ask the protection of inen-of-wai'. 
The gate leadiiiir from the foreign setlle- 
iiiont to the Chineao (jnarter ia clc-ied 
every night at I o'clock.

The Oregon-Asiatic Steamsbip Com- 
pany, which gave the steamship Fan- 
Sang despatch from Portland on Satur- 
day with 1,289,431 feet of lumber for 
Nagasaki and Tien-Tsiu, have had very 
heavy ofl'eringa of freight from the 
Orient, but, owing to an unprecedented 
demand for steam tonnage for New York 
and European ports, causing a sharp ad- 
vance in rates, have been unable to 
secare any more estra vessels at present, 
and a great deal of their tie contract will 
probably go forward on vessels picked up 
on this coast. The big demand for 
Bteaiu tonnage in the Orient has forced 
Samuel Samuels & Co. to place some of 
the steamers in the Oregon line into the 
Now York trade, and, as a result, there 
will be no regular steiimer due here 
from the Orient until the Monmouth- 
shire, nets back again, which will be 
early next month, as her freight cargo, 
as well as a big list of Chinese passen- 
gers, are waiting her arrival on tbeother 
side of the Pacific now.

THE MIBSIONABY STEAMEK. 

The little Methodist missionary 
steamer Glad Tidings is down from tho 
North, this time for the purpose of mak- 
ing Victoria her headquarters. Kev. 
Thomas Crosby accompanies her, and lie 
has aboard his entire personal efl'ects, 
with which to take up hisresidence in this 
city. For the past 23 years he baa labored 
as a missionary in Northern lields and 
has made Port Simpson hia Lome. Now 
the work he for so long covered has been 
divided and he has been assigned to the 
Southern division from Lowe Inlet to 
Cape Beiale, wfaerein the Glad Tidings 
will be of greatest servlcBi ranning to 
and from the mainland, among the 
islands, and toncbingai places notcalled 
at by regular mail boats. The division, 
including Queen Charlotte islands, the 
Naas and Upper and Lower Skceua, will 
be in charge of Kev. F. Robson, who 
had charge of the James Day Jlethodist 
church. He has already gone North and 
will make his home at Port Simpcon. 
On his way down to Victoria IMr. Crobby 
made several calls at placea that will 
from now. on be under hia spiritual guid- 
ance, and he waa surprised to find that 
at some of them no minister had been 
for ten or twelve years. Since leaving 
Port Simpson ten days ago, he says, 
he baptized thirteen white children. 
Having been so long on the trip Mr. 
Crosby brings little news from the 
North. He found at Bella Coola that 
nearly all the Scandinavian colonista had 
left home for Rivera Ipleb to spend the 
Bummer fishing. Mr. Crosby's family 
arrived here two days ago on the Danube. 

OPIOJI ON THE " BOS.VXIE." 

The Seattle P. -I. of yesterday says : 
" The Rosalie, which arrived yesterday 
morning from Victoria, brought as part 

of her cargo some freight which nobody 
knew anything about except two Chi- 
nese, until Inspector F. P. Loftus un- 
covered it and dragged it out to light. It 
was nothing more nor leas than a (]uan- 
tity of opium which tho Celestials were 
trying to smuggle in. When the Rosa- 
lie was about ready to leave Victoria, 
Inspector .1. S. Latimer, on the steamer, 
noticed the Chinese cook alongside ac- 
companied by another Cliiiuuuan, After 
the steamer had gotten underway he 
discovered that tho cook had brought 
his countryman with him as a stow- 
away. On arriving at Port Townsend he 
had both the Chinese placed under ar- 
rest. When the steamer got to Seattle 
the matter was reported to In.spector 
T-oftus, who, accompanied by Inajjoctor 
F. M. Terry, went aboard and began a 
pretty tliuruugh examination. Jlo found 
a false iioo-- in the galley, and under it 
enugly concealed were thirty live-tael 
tins of opium of the best quality. Need- 
lesa to say the drug was promptly 
seized."

AN INTERTiaJUL DISPUTE. 

Indians on the Coast Claim Territorial 
Rights Wliich Others Deny. 

Mr. A. W. Vowell, superintendent of 
Indian affairs, does not apprehend any 
further conflict between tlic Xilkatlas 
and the Nootkas, on the West Coast, 
over the killing of sea otter olT the lat- 
ter 's reservation. He iuUy endoreeu 
Indian Agent Gaillod's coarse in den ling 
with the affair, bat aa there ia an im- 
portant question to consider in connec- 
tion with the trouble, to which no writ- 
tun law applies, the wliolo matter has 
been referred to the head otlicera of the 
Indian department at Ottawa. The 
question, too, has been propounded by 
tiie Indians themselves, who, aeemiugly 
aping Canadian-American coiitroverey 
in the adjustment of seuliiig rights, have 
sprung a proposition Avbich, morally 
speaking, ia easy of solution, but legally 
is a difticult one to handle. 

The whole matter lies in what right, if 
any, and if BO to what extent, Indians of 
one tribe have to hunt in the waters bor- 
dering on another tribe's reservation. It 
is claimed by the KttkallaBtbat they are 
not on the Nootkaa' territory when hunt- 
ing off their reservntion, 

On the other hand the Nootkiis plead 
the danger of the extermination of the 
aea otter visiting their shorea, and assert 
that the Kitkatlas killed oil' all the 
sea otter ■ freciuciiting the tjiieen 
Charlotte Islands, They claim also 
that wlien they hunt they use a bow and 
arrow, while the Northern Indians use 
the shotgun, and that the water which 
fronts their reservation is practically 
theirs. 

While Mr, Vowell gives heed to the 
Nootkaa' side of the case, he is struck 
with the force of the argument produced 
in the other tribe's contention. Ho 
says, however, that there is no danger 
of a tribal quarrel, as the Indianu are 
willing to abide by the law. ,

AN ARMENIAN SKETCH. 

A Story to Arouse Frencli Syuipiithy for 
the Persecuted Clirislians, 

I'auis, July 12. — Paris Charnietant, 
director-general of the French mission 
in the Levant, has received by way of 
the Caucasus and Tiflia a report prepared 
by a number of Armenian notables and 
Gregorian bishops on the situatiou in 
Armenia. It took a meseenger who had 
the documents in charge nearly three 
months to get tliroiigh the difliciiltiea 
and dangers along the Turkish frontier, 
which was carefully guarded against all 
Armenians or Armenian Hvmpathizers. 
The report, which lilla thirty printed 
pages, is very carefully prepared and goea 
fully into details. 

According to the authors the Turks in 
Armenia, fearing European interven- 
tion, have abandoned tho old practices 
of wholesale massacre, but during the 
last year there have been clandestine ex- 
terminations and the most terrible per- 
secutions, especially in the more remote 
provinces. The Turks openly boast that 
they have sworn to wipe out tlie whole 
•Vrmoiiian race, slowly but surely. 

The dor'ument reciten in detail the 
various furnia of persecution. Itajjpears 
that tax collectora seize the inhabitants 
if they do not p.vy everything deman'led. 
" Women are taken through llie streets 
with chaina around their necks, and 
kept for days without food. In eoine 
cases they are fastened to pillars, head- 
downwards. Freezing water is thrown 
over them, or they are beaten until tho 
blood runa. In other cases tlieir hands 
arc tied behind their backs, and cats, 
t'n-^.t made furious, are thrown into 
tiieir bosoms. Often they are burned 
in various parts of their bodies with red 
hot irons. 

" All the highways are guarded so as 
to prevent (miigration. Not a single (b>y 
l)asBed without our heai'ing of or wit- | 
neasing Homewhere witlu:i the uiifortu- i 
nale inovinces some liendish oruelty. ' 
Tho Turks and Kurds enter houses of | 
tin; .•Vnnenians in gaiigfl, liinil the men, ' 
then (uitrago their wivtis, si.-ilerH and 
dam;liteis Ijoforo their eyes." 

The document concludes with tho de- 
spairing cry : " Our hope is dying out. 
God help us! May Europe have pity 
upon us ! "

Tiie attaches have not 
that dirty, disreputable look that is tho 
traditioiuil iuherilauce of circus folk. 
The majority of them aroiieaLly-dresBed, 
plnin-ej-oken men and women, their re- 
spectability in ai>pearance and in lan- 
guage being an eloquent teatimonial it- 
self to the discipliuB of the company; 
and tlie performance is equally cleiiu 
from begianing to end, 

To point out its most meritorious fea- 
tures would be dithealt, lor the aggrega- 
tion has something to please every taste, 
l^or the student ol animal life the men- 
agerie is the star feature, the collection 
of aiiiinnla, though small, being decided- 
ly representative. The lion cubs, the 
baby leopards, the kangaroos, and last, 
but not least, the mild-eyed boanlapus, 
from the banks of father Nile — each has 
its coterie of admirurs, and each is wor- 
tliy of attention. 

To the lover of horseflesh the horses 
are, of course, the great distinguishing 
feature of the combination, while to the 
circua lover the ring performance oU'ers 
a positive oontradiution to the aaaertion 
that all circus exhibitions are alike, 

The performance ol the family of wild 
animals — an elephant, three lions, a 
leopard, a jaguar, a panther and two 
boar hounds — la itself an eloquent con- 
tradiciioii of this wom-out saying. It is 
an oxemplitication of the superlative in 
circus enterprise and has quite enongh 
of the element of danger in It to make it 
thoroughly thrilling. 

Then Wallace, the horse-riding lion — 
old Wallace the man-eater in a new role 
— is not like any other circus. And the 
lady clowns, who really have good sing- 
ing voices, they are fresh and dainty and 
original. 

The trapeze work introduces Miss Ty- 
Bell, tho first and only lady to introduce 
a head-baUuicing act, and the Vernon 
brothers, who are extremely clever flying 
trapeze artists, present an act that ia 
thrilling enough to take one's breath 
awav. The leaping and tumbling is 
ekillul and neat; the Picard brothers are 
experts on the aerial horizontal bars ; 
Miss Dorr's slack ■wire is one of the 
beat in its way ever seen under can- 
vas; while the Livingstons, in family 
acrobatic are so decidedly clever that 
tho extreme difliculty of their perform- 
ance is almost lost eight of in the linish 
and ease of its presentation. 

Tho eiiueatriansljip of both male and 
female artists leaves nothing to be de- 
sired • 

But appreciation of each and every 
feature is n(>t iieceeeary. The show ia 
good all through, frjin the street jiarade 
to the annex, and those who appreciate 
a uood circus and did not see this one 
yesterday, should on no account miss ii 
to-day.

POWER HODSE WEECJKED. 

A Big Wheel Runs Away With Disastrous 
Results to Itself and Sur- 
roundings. 

Tacom.v, July 11.— An acciJont at the 

electric power house soon after noon to- 
day resulted in very great damitge to the 
building and plant. It was caused hy 
the breaking of the governor red in the 
big engine. This caused the inimenee 
wlieel to run away. Thomas McVlier- 
Bon, the engineer on watch, w hen he saw 
what had happened, made a, rush for the 
throttle and endeavored to shut oiT the 
steam. He had nearly succeeded when 
lie became aware of the great danger of 
the wheel breaking and sending him into 
eternity. Ho concluded that discretion 
WAS the better part of \ alor and left his 
post. If ho could ren(;li the valve lead- 
ing from tlu! boiler room to the base- 
iiKint below tho engine in lime to shut 
oil' tho steam the plant inij^ht be saved. 
^^o ho llew down the staira to the base- 
ment, hut ere hia feet left the Inst step 
ti.ero was a terrilie noise, not unlike the 
hoiiibardmeut of a fort, and ho knew the 
vv irst liad come. He kept right on, 
li ■wevcr, and soon hail the steam supply 
. lit oil'. The noise of the crash was 
terrilie, anil continued for several 
seconils. The wheel is a complete wreck. 
The engine is also badly wrecked, but 
can be repaired. Pieces of iron damaged 
four dynamos, two of them quite badly. 
The loss is estimated at figures ranging 
from $10,000 to $20,000. 

The wheel that broke weighed tsventy- 
tlireo tone. It was of the belt traiiemis- 
sion typo anil waa lifty-eix inchoa across 
the face and twenty- four feet in diameter. 
The engine is of the compound type, its 
ineasuremeuta being oOx l lx lS. It was a 
niugniliceiit piece of miiehinery ; in fact, 
one of the lineat in use in the is'orthwest. 
Along towards evening the uninjured 
dynamo was started and sutlicieut ])ower 
gcneraleil to run the cars from outlying 
points to tho city, thus bringing back 
the people who had journeyed out during 
the forenoon.
